Bible Classes 


Every day each student attends a Bible 
class conducted similarly to regular acade- 
mic classes, and receives the teaching of 
ministers who have particularly prepared 
themselves for classroom instruction, 
Courses are so planned as to cover the en- 
tire Bible in the two years. In the high 
school the plan is to study the whole of ~ 
the Bible during the four years. 

There are also special courses for those 
interested in the various phases of Christian 
work. The courses dealing with the prepara- — 
tion for marriage and the problems of home 
life are among the most popular elective 
courses in the entire curriculum. 

Other courses serve as aids to the study 
of the Bible. Many difficult words and ex- 
pressions of the Bible are better understood 
because of our study of the New Testament 
in the original Greek. Mrs. Calhoun’s public 
speaking class for those desiring to preach 
gives special emphasis to oral Bible read- 
ing and sermon delivery. 

Under the direction of Brother Pack a 
class is conducted each Tuesday night at 
9:00 to study and discuss problems that 
confront Christian workers. This is a very 
practical study of the procedures to use in 
making arrangements for funerals or wed- 
dings, visiting the sick or doing charity 
work.
